SPECULATIONS. 


MORTON’S CRUWD. 
Spectai Dispatch to The Tribune. 
CINCINNATI, June 12.—The Morton men are 
in a state of extra tribulation to-day on account 
of the negotiations which they have been carry- 
ing on with the Blaine men. Taking it for 
granted that the sickness of the ex-Speaker had 
ruled him out of the contest, they proposed to 
Blaine’s friends in the Northwest and Northeast 


‘that after a complimentary vote to Blaine they 


should give their ballots to Morton, who inher- 
ited his principles. This the Morton men claim 
was received with favor, and they say that the 
votes of the delegates from Maine and Wis- 
consin, and a portion of those from Iowa, 
Michigan, and Illinois, are now assured to 
them. On Maine and Wisconsin they count 
with confidence. They swear that Conkling's 
wealth has not yet shaken the Southern blacks 
or whites, and that, 
WHEN IT COMES TO THE PINCH 

as between the representative of the West and 
he Eastern Conkling, the former must carrv 
the day. They pretend now to fear only Hayes, 
and then only if the other candidates should 
by common consent fall back on him to defeat 
Morton. So the Bristow men say that Hayes 
will be put in as the only hope to defeat Bris- 
tow. The Conkling men say nothing of Hayes, 
but make solid love to the Ohio delegates. 

Col. Dick Thompson, of Indiana, told the 
Illinois delegates to-day that Indiana couldn’t 
carry Blaine. Rockwood Hoar says Conkling 
couldn’t carry Massachusctts against any re- 
spectable Demofratic candidate. 

Col. Babcock, Chairman of the Illinois Re- 
publican State Committee, to-day awfully 
startled Logan by reminding the latter that the 
Illinois delegation misrepresents the Republic- 
ans of Illinois. Babcock also told Logan that 
Blaine could not now carry Illinois, and no more 
could Conkling. To-day there is more talk of 
Washburne as the dark horse.”’ 

HAYES. 

It is certain that to-night, according to the 
most careful estimates, Hayes stands in the 
foremost rank among the candidates named, 
and is more and more regarded as the Great Un- 
known who is liable to receive the nomination 
on the third or fourth ballot.

BLAINE. 
THE MICHIGAN DELEGATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Crxcrnnatl, O., June 12.—The tirst defection 
in the Blaine ranks is reported to-day in the 
Michigan delgation. Last night it was reckoned 
for Blaine. To-day it is reported to have gone 
all to pieces; that is, it has gone to, Bristow, 
Morton, and Conkling,—mostly to Bristow. It

Chandler feuds in Michigan poli- 
tics. The fact that Eugene Hale, who 
is Chandler’s son-in-law, is one of Blainc’s

in Michigan, and obtain the whip-hand in the 
party management, Hence the revolt, and to- 
night Blaine men do not reckon on any votes 
from Michigan, though they still hope to recoy- 
er the delegation, 
PACIFIC COAST DELEGATIONS, 

The Golden Jones, of Nevada, Sargeant, and 
George Gorham have also captured for Conkling 
at least a portion of the California and Nevada 
delegations, with a fair prospect of taking in the 
whole of both, These delogations were counted, 
until today, as solid for laine, but neither 
these defevtions nor Ulaine's Ulnese, hor, e 
ant, anything aecme in the leaat to iiahoarten 


the Manne managers, With untiring energy 
they push the canvases for him sharply, Keep

DRUMMING UP RECRUITS. 

After night came and it grew possible for a 
man from the remote North to go out without 
danger of being sunstruck, delegates from Maine 
assembled, wrapped their brass-band around 
them, and set out on a pilgrimage among the 
outlying delegations for the purpose of recalling 
to their minds the fact that Maine had a candl. 
date in the field. They soon found

their way to the Burnet. After brief 
Visits to petty delegations stowed away 
on upper floors, they dropped down stairs into 
the extensive parlor where the Illinojsans as- 
semble. None of the distinguished ones were 
present. Senator Logan and Mr. Farwell were 
away, therefore James P. Root was chosen mas- 
ter of ceremonies and conducted the hand- 
shaking. Then 8: M. Dow eulogized the vir- 
tues of the children of Maine; said Illinois had 
no Presidential candidate, but that Maine had, 
and the Sucker State would be glad to support. 
him. There were cheers. Next came Judge 
H. 8. Baker, of Alton, 
A BRISTOW MAN, 

who, after stating that probably a majority of 
the delegation were in favor of Blaine, asked in- 
dulgence for others in the delegation who were 
in favor of some other man, and should adhere 
to him through thick and thin. Illinois would 
support the nominee whoever he might be, but 
the speakcr’s preference was not Blaine. 

After some remarks by Isaac Clements, who 
spoke for Egypt, the delegates from Maine 
gathered themselves together, and returned 
home uncertain ‘whether they had made any con- 
verts or materially poked up the dimly burning 
watch-fires. 

BRISTOW. 
HIS PROSPECTS IMPROVING. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

CINCINNATI, June 12.—Sidney Smith arrived 
this morning. Before his arrival the Illinois 
delegation was set down as solid for Blaine, but 
to-night it is conceded that five of the delegates 
are for Bristow, and will vote for him on the 
first ballot, and that no attempt will be made to 
vote the delegation as a unit. 

Bristow stock is looking up to-night, and the 
accession in Michigan has improved his pros- 
pects. His friends claim for him to-night 160 
votes on the first ballot, and claim that if Blaine 
is dropped more of his strength will go to Bris- 
tow than to any other candidate. Ex-Gov. 
Morgan, of New York, it is stated 
is anxious to run for Vice-President on 
the ticket with Bristow. Anthony, of 
Rhode Island, also seeks the nomination for 
Vice-President on the ticket with Bristow. The 
latest effort to divert the Connecticut vote 
from Bristow, to whom it would go after the 
name of Jewell is withdrawn, is disclosed by 
the proposition that the ticket be Hayes and 
Jewell. 

AN ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING. 

An enthusiastic Bristow mecting was held to- 
night at Pike’s Opera House, at which there 
were over a thousand people present. It was a 
forerunner of a still larger outpouring to-night 
at the same hall. The meeting was presided 
over by Mr. T. D. Lincoln, one of Cincinnati’s 
cminent jursts and an out and 
out Bristow man. After some able 
introductory remarks by the Chairman. in 
which allusion was made to Secretary Bristow’s 
fitness for the Presidency, the meeting was 
addressed by Prof. P. H. Rhynds, of Ann Arbor, 
Mich., a delegate to the Convention. Prof. 
Rhynds’ eloquent tribute to Brigtow’s record for 
honesty and his fearless administration of reve- 
nue affairs was warmly applauded. 

He was followed by Mr. George Walker, of 
the Reform Club of New York, who reviewed 
Secretary Bristow’s Governmental services in 
connection with 

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORMS, 

and referred in terms of the highest praise to 
his capabilities for filling the office of Presi- 
dent. That part of his address which reviewed 
Mr. Bristow’s thorough convictions on the sub- 
ject of honesty in the administration of the 
Government and his devotion to the hard-money 
principle struck the key-note, and was listened 
to with the deepest interest, and the speaker 
was rewarded with loud and long-continued ap- 
plause. 

He was followed by Gen. Finnell, of Ken- 
tucky, an old friend of Gen. Bristow, and there- 
fore the better qualified to speak of the famous 
Secretary’s war career. He did not fail to show 
that on the field of battle Gen. Bristow was ever 
as brave, as true to his duty, as he has been 
since entering the public service. 

Mr. George F. Clark, now of California, but 
formerly a Cincinnatian, made some eloquent 
remarks descriptive of his belief in Bristow as 

THE ONLY MAN 
to unite all opposition, and win a glorious Re- 
publican victory this fall. 

The last speaker of the evening was Mr. 
George Dupee, a colored man from Kentucky, 
who warmly advocated Bristow’s claims to the 
Presidency, and spoke in encouraging terms of 
his strength in Kentucky. 

The meeting was an unqualified success, and 
was the precurser of another and larger turn- 
out for this evening, when Dr. Bellows, of New 
York, and James Freeman Clarke, of Boston, 
are expected to address the meeting. The 
Bristow delegates to the Convention are highly 
pleased with the result of this evening’s meet- 
ing, showing as it does the local strength of 
their candidate and arguing well for the great 
contest of the week. 

THE LAST LIB. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—The Recording Sec- 
retary of the Democratic Congressional Com- 
mittee denies to-night that that Committee had 
issued any circular urging Democrats to vote 
for Bristow. The circular is a forgery, con- 
cocted by the Whisky Ring. 


CONRLING. 
UP-HILL WORK. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Cincinnati, O., June 12.—The attempt of the

Cincinnati, dune <The Morton men, 
starting with the assumption that Blaine will 
not recover in time to secure the votes in the 
Convention he otherwise would, even if pre 
sented there at all, are in much better epirite to. 
day than yesterday, claiming that the danger of 
the defeat of their candidate has lessened, and 
that what danger he has to fear comes from 3 
new source, not as yesterday from Conkling, 
but from Hayes. They assert that the efforts 
made by the Conkling men to secure Southern 
votes, that being supposed to be the most 
vulnerable quarter, have failed, and that the 
delegates from that section, colored and white, 
remain as yet faithful to those whom they were 
pledged to support. The chief reliance of Mor- 
ton is on accessions which is believed will come 
to him from Blaine men in the Northwest and 
Northeast, should it be found that the latter 
could not be nominated. It is claimed that a 
third of the Iowa, a portion of the Wisconsin, a 
share of the Michigan, a fraction of Illinois, 
and pretty full vote from Maine, will go to 
Morton when Blaine drops out. The number 
to be thus obtained from Illinois is not as largo 


as has been claimed by some. Col. Ingersoll and 
about five others will probably make up all that 
can be obtained from that source.

that after a ballot or two nearly all of the Missouri 
delegation will unite on him. They admit that as 
yet their force is chiefly made up of scatterers of a 
few delegates from each State, but they claim 
that those will stand firm against all 
pressure and persuasion, and will not allow them- 
selves to be coerced into letting their States vote as 
aunit. They many of them seem to entertain no 
faith in Bristow's nomination, saying after Blaine 
is disposed of Morton and Conkling will unite to 
destroy Bristow, if in no other way by giving the 
nomination to Hayes. 

Bristow men to-day, at 
which Solicitor Wilson was present as the leading 
spirit.

From time to time the 7¥idwne office w favored 
with retters from the States in reward to stock 
growing in Colorado, asking for information of a 
detailed character, and for opinions that ought not 
to be given except as the result of careful research. 
The experience of the past year goes to show that 
Colorado cannot make large shipments of beef to 
the East and at the same time fulfill the local de- 
mand. This local demand, owing to the thousands 
of men who are pouring into the newly-discovered 
mining districts, le growing much faster than the 
local supply. Hence, we must either continue the 
shipment of corn-fed cattle from Kaneas, or learn 
to make better use of our natural pasture lands, — 
not anlimited in extent, but capable of more than 
double their present production when reinforced 
with rough crops, and with economical provision 
for winter sheitering and food. Without further 
comments on this important industry at present, 
we give place to a weli-written article from the 
pen of St. A. D. Balcombe, of the Omaha Herald, 
who has been specially charged with the duty of 
collecting facts in regard to the pasture lands of 
this region. 

The twenty-second parallel of latitude west 
from Washington divides the United States into 
about two equal parts. East of this line the con- 
ditions of situation, soil, and climate are such that 
agricuiture, manafactures, and commerce are sus- 
ceptible of unlimited development, and hence

any violation of the law by any other person. The 
four last counts are based upon the clause of the 
lau which makes it ap offense for an internal rev- 
enue officer to conspire or collude with any person 
to defraua the United States. An overt act is nec- 
ecsary in most Cases to constitute a crime, but in a 
case like this the conspirary itself constitutes the 
erime, and no act must be done to consummate or 
accomplish the end of the conspiracy. A public 
officer, under the Revenne law. becomes a criminal 
at once upon becoming a conspiring party to de- 
fraud the Government. 

The questions to be settled by proof in this case 


1 5 Did defendant. negligently“ or design 
edly," permit any person to remove distilled spirits 
trom either the distillery of the Illinois Distillery 
Jompany or the distillery of Dickenson, Abel & 
‘o,, to places other than the distillery warehouse, 
provided by law, while he was acting at said dis- 
jlleries as a Gauger? 

2. Did defendant, while actingas a Gauger at 
wid distilleries, or either of them, conspire or 
sollade with all or any of the persons engaged in 
yperatin said distilleries to defraud the United 
states of the tax on distilled spirits? 

The Government witnesses, C. A. Vercho, Lewis 
Burger, and J. 8. Cord tend to show that defendant 
sonspired with the proprietors of these two dis- 
tilleries to defraud the Government, 

BY TUE DEFENSE. 

The evidence onthe part of the defendant may 
be classed under four heads: 

1. Evidence by G. T. Burroughs, James F. 
Miller, A. T. Hinckley, tending to show that de- 
fendant had no part in or knowledge of the 
frauds perpetrated at said distilleries, and 
that he was vigilant and attentive to his duties 
while acting as a Gauger. 

2. Evidence from the office of the Collector of 
the District tending to show that Vergho, Burger. 
and Cord had made and sworn to false returns 
while acting as internal revenue officers, thus dis- 
crediting their testimony in this case. 

2. Evidence of H. T. Morse and Edward Bulver. 


tending to show that the witness Vergho had made 


different statements in regard to defendant's cuiit 
from those sworn to by him in this trial, and there- 
by tending to impeach hie testimony in this case. 

4. Evidence that defendant has heretofore borne 
a good reputation for integrity and honesty in tiis 
community where he has resided. 

In considering the testimony the most important 
question is as to the credibility of Vergho, Burger. 
and Cord. All these wen have admitted that they 
had committed frauds on the Government for tne 
sake of gain. They admitted that they were ac- 
complices of the defendant, It is contended by 
the defendant that their evidence is 

WHOLLY UNWORTHY OF BELIEF, 
unless corroborated in its essential parts. Sum- 
cient had been 54 upon the trial to show 
that the eafety of the Government in regard to the 
collection of this part of the revenue depends upon 
the intelligence, vigilance, and integrity of the 
officers whe are charyed with the supervision of the 
operations at the distillorics, when the spirits sub- 
ject to tax are removed, ‘To successfully defraud 
the Government collusion between the dletillers 
and officers ju charge of the dietiliery is Involvea 
It may be an implied or tacit understanding, such 
as leaving the Warehouse or Wineeroom open and 
allowing personsto be in itwhen the Gauger ie 
not present, or it may be an active and overt par 
ticipation‘in the fraud, Negligence in an officer is 
acrime as well as active participation, From the 
nature of the case the Government must depend 
largely upon the teatimany of co-conspirators. 
With the question of credibility the Court has ab 
solutely nothing todo, Yet this testimony should 
be — with cautlon, and the Jury should not 
rely upon it unsupported, unless it produces upon 
thelr minds a full and satisfactory conviction of its 
truth, 
IN WEIGHING THIS TESTIMONY 

you should take into consideration all the circum- 
stances under which it is given; the coherency and 
naturalness of the statement; the intrinsic proba- 
bility of the story from ite harmony from other 
known or proven facts; the bearing of the wit- 
nesses under cross-cxamination; his motives in 
giving his testimony, and especially whether he 
appeare to have — adequate motive to toetify 
falsely against this defendant. These matters, 
together with the fact that these witnesses have 
been guilty of gross and inexcusable violations of 
their duty as ollicers, and of their moral obliga- 
tions as men, should be carefuliv considered by 
you. You should bear in mind that, although they 
may have persistently violated their duty anc 
made false oaths to their reports and returns, yet 
they may have spoken only the truth on this trial. 

The defendant has introduced two witnesses, 
Morse and Bulger, who have testified to diferent 
statements made by the witness Vergha from 
those testified to by him on his trial, and Claims 
that thie witness is thereby so far —— that 
you should discredit his entire testimony.

The Common Council last evening trans- 
acted various items of important business, 
among them the passage of an ordinance 

ing a special election for Mayor to be 
held July 12, and orders approving the bonds 
of City Treasurer Bricos and the members 
of the Board of Public Works. A petition 
was received, said to contain 10,000 signa- 
tures, asking the Council to pass an ordinance 
submitting to a vote the question of the 
adoption of the Charter of 1875.” Ordi- 
mances were introduced for the abolishment 
of the office of City Comptroller and the 
transfer of its duties to the City Clerk, and 
also to do away with the office of Building 


Inspector. 


Judge Broborrr, in his charge to the jury 
in the Cutuertoy trial, very properly rebuk- 
ed Covi for having made au appearance in 
the case, by warning the jury in these 
words: The real question is as to the de- 
fendant’s guilt, and not whether he broke 
faith with Mayor Cotvix.” It was not pos- 
sible within the limits of a judicial charge to 
characterize more plainly the dastardly mean- 
ness of a man appearing on the witness 
stand merely to gratify personal spite. Judge 
BiopcGett’s opinion of the matter reflects 
the opinion of the whole community, which 
has been freely expressed since CoLvin vol- 
unteered his service to prejudice CuLLER- 
ron's case without having any knowledge of 
bis guilt. 


The question is about to be tested whether 
the Common Council, a body largely com- 
posed of gentlemen of high character and 
standing in the community, will tolerate a 
confessed whisky-thief as one of its mem- 
bers. Ald. Kexper, of the Seventh Ward, 
carrying out the wishes of his constituents 
as recently expressed in a public meeting, 
last evening offered a resolution reciting 
that Ald. Hiupreru, of that ward, has en- 
tered a plea of guilty to an indictment 
charging him with conspiracy to defraud the 
Government, and that the Council do there- 
fore declare vacant the seat now occupied by 
Hubnrru. The resolution has been referred 
to the Judiciary Committee, and there 
should be no hesitation, provided the neces- 
sary authority for such a course is found in 
the charter, in promptly adopting the reso- 
lution and purging the Council of the dis- 
grace it suffers in fraternizing with a whisky- 
thief. 


The doctors disagree about Mr. Buarye’'s 
case, and so do the correspondents. The 
Homeopathic physician in charge of the case 
pronounces the disease ‘‘ cerebral depres- 
sion.” a term which the Allopaths reject as 
mnmeaning and as describing no disorder 
known to pathology.

THE CONVENTION. 

The intelligence from Cincinnati up toa 
late hour last night represents Mr. Morton 
as having assumed in advance the office of 
administrator on the estate of Mr. BLarve 
in the Convention. His friends claim that 
after allowing full time and opportunity for 
complimentary votes for Mr. Bax, the 
States of Maine and Wisconsin have con- 
sented to vote for the Indianian, and they 
are hoping to have other BLA delegations 
from the West take the same course. They 
claim that the delegations from the Southern 
States have not been and will not be seduced 
from their allegiance to Morton, and that 
the. issue will, as soon as BLAIxXk is out of 
the way, be a direct one between the East 
and the West, in which case CoxkLuxd will 
be beaten. 

This is upon the assumption that Brame 
iseventually to be dropped; but the evidence 
that any such disposition is to be made of 
him is not yet furnished. 

We have some strong indications of the 
labor going on to transfer the vote of Illinois 
to Conxirnc. In this scheme Senator 
Lodax seems to be considered as taking an 
active part. We do not believe the Illinois 
delegates, those not originally in favor of 
ConkLine and not appointed by fraud, wil 
ever be sold out in that manner by any per- 
son for any price. 

There seems to be some very loud and 
very plain talk going on among the dele- 
gates. Mr. Hon declares that BLarve can- 
not carry Massachusetts; and Col. Tuomp- 
son says he cannot carry Indiana; and there 
is another statement that he cannot carry 
Illinois. 

It seems that there is a purpose on the 
part of the BLamr, Morton, and ConKLING 
delegates to treat Bristow as a common 
enemy,” and to agree on whatever course 
may be necessary to defeat him. 

In the meantime, Gov. Hayes is the sec- 
ond choice of everybody, and is assuming 
large proportions as the probable nominee 
of the Convention. 


“THE TRIBUNE” AND MR. BLAINE. 

The number of people who are concerned 
as to Tur Tripoune’s political future is only 
limited by the number of those who would 
like to see Tar Tripune and other independ- 
ent Republican journals of the same class 
desert the party, in order that the party 
might be the more freely used for corrupt 
purposes. Among these people is the ex- 
salary-grab crew of the Whisky-7hieves’ Or. 
gan in this city, which is constantly predict- 
ing the departure of Tur Tait, in serene 
forgetfulness that it has frequently charged 
that Tue Tripune has already departed. 
The latest burden (not in the nature of a 
mortgage) which lays heavily upon the Or- 
gan is about Tur Trisunr’s relative position 
to Mr. BLalxx, concerning which it says: 

What course will Tux Cuicaco Tnrinune take 
should Brain be nominated? Its opposition to 
him has been so bitter, fierce, uncompromising-- 
its unwillingness to accept his explanatious has 
teen so pronounced—its imputations upon his con- 
duct and upon his motives have been 80 open- 
mouthed—that no way has been left clear for re- 
turn to his support without the most humiliating 
self-stultification. In fact. the only consistent 
course that seems to remain is for Taz TrinuNne to 
withdraw from all claim to affiliation with the Re- 
publican party. 

The animus of all this is plainly revealed 
by the final sentence. It would please the 
Whisky- Thieves’ Organ vastly, as well as the 
Whisky Thieves themselves, to have Tur 
Trisung withdraw from the Republican 
party; but Tee III does not contem- 
plate anything of the kind,—not because it 
enjoys the association with a clique of per- 
sons who have attached themselves to the 
party for office and plunder, but because it 
has an abiding faith that the honest instincts 
of the masses who make up the Republican 
party will prevail over the schemers and cor- 
ruptionists. As to Tux Trreunz’s treatment 
of Mr. Bram, it has been candid, fair, and 
sincere; and while it will support the Re- 
publican party and oppose the Democratic 
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party if Mr. Brame is nominated, it will 
have no occasion to retract anything it has 
said, and it will still believe that it 
would have been infinitely better to 
nominate some other man. It will do its 
utmost, nevertheless, to arrest the calamity of 
defeat which such a nomination will un- 
questionably threaten. Tae Tribune has 
never been bitter, fierce, uncompromising” 
in its opposition to Bram personally, nor 
unwilling to accept his explanations. It 
objects to his nomination because explana- 
tions are necessary. It has discredited from 
the first and all the time the charge that 
Mr. Bram has ever been corrupt in his 
public or private life; but it has been forced 
to the conviction of his own letters that he 
has been dabbling in the stocks of ‘‘kiting” 
railroads which based their existence upon 
national legislation, and it is firmly per- 
suaded that the people of the United States 
are too much incensed against those railroad 
schemes which speculated upon Government 
patronage to readily forgive anybody who 
afforded them material assistance. Tur 
Trisvne has not thought, and does not 
now think, that all of Mr. Burarxe’s 
ability, brilliancy, alertness, and bravery, 
which will shine during the campaign if 
his health is restored to him, offsets 
the political objections that have been urged 
against him. At the same time, we are con- 
vinced that, if he can be elected in spite of 
the objections made, he will give the coun- 
try a vigorous, upright and brilliant admin- 
istration ; and hence, as well as because Tux 
TRIBUNE ts fully persuaded that it would be 
calamitous to let the Democrats gain control 
of the country, we shall do everything we 
can consistently and fairly to secure his vic- 
tory. We can do this without forfeiting the 
right to our present conviction that it will 
be an easier matter and better for the Re- 
publican party to elect some other man. We 
fully recognize the universal demand of the 
country for an aggressive Reformer; and, 
knowing that the nomination of such a man 
will render victory certain, we conceive it to 
be shortsighted and foolhardy to court defeat 
by neglecting to respond to the popular call. 


THE SPRINGFIELD FRAUD. 

It now appears that Tae Triscne was 
right when it assumed that the Springfield 
platform was made to fit some other. person 
than BLAIxx. and that the refusal to instruct 
for BLarne was intended to enable the man- 
agers to transfer the vote of the Illinois del- 
egution to some other candidate. Mr. Coxx- 


at Springfield. There are several reasons for 
such a result. Mr. Conxiine, through his 
friends, has immense wealth at his disposal; 
his chief representative at Cincinnati is Sen- 
ator Jonrs, the millionaire of Nevada. Mr. 
Con«KLING has also the whole patronage of 
the United States at his disposal. He can 
empty all the Custom-Houses and Internal 
Revenue offices in the United States, and fill 
them with his friends and the friends of his 
friends. The force of these reasons upon 
the proprietors of impecunious and starveling 
newspapers, and upon office-seekers, and up- 
on Senators and Representatives whose 
friends have been put in prison or are over 
in Canada, can well be understood. To this 
latter class Mr. Conx.rna’s friends can prob- 
ably offer a pardon in case of his nomina- 
tion. 

While it may prove true that the wily 
managers may deliver the Illinois delegation 
to ConxkLIne in the Convention, what then? 
Can they give any guarantee that the Repub- 
licans of the State, betrayed and sold outin 
Convention, will ratify the fraud at the 
polls? The people of Illinois have very lit- 
tle knowledge of ConxLING, and that little is 
by no means favorable. The people of Chi- 
cago and all Western cities remember the 
malignity and perseverance with which he 
resisted, and foralong time defeated, the 
importation of goods and their shipment to 
the West in bond. Mr. Conxuirxe labored 
hard for the New York Custom-House, and 
for the peremptory payment of duties there, 
instead of at the place of their destination. 
The merchants at the West had suffered long 
under the depredations, spoliations, and 
blackmail of the New York Custom-House 
appointees of Mr. Conxirve, and when they 
asked for relief he foralong time success- 
fully opposed it, and at last it was carried in 
defiance of his earnest protest. There is 
nothing in Mr. Coxxrrxo's record or in his 
personal career in the least sympathetic with 
the Great West. He is a man of ability, but 
a poor statesman for these times. He is liter- 
ally a machinist,—rules and governs through 
an army of official dependents; men whom 
he can dismiss at the least sign of independ- 
ence or insubordination. In this respect he 
is of a large class, and it is of the rule of 
that class that the people of the West are 
heartily tired. 

Now it appears that Senator Loaan and 
the Assignee of the thieves’ organ of this 
city are at Cincinnati, laboring to deliver to 
Cox kla the delegates appointed to vote 
for Buarxe. This they may succeed in part 
accomplishing, but woe be to those who per- 
petrate the fraud! We have objected to 
Mr. Buarne’s nomination on the ground that 
some other candidate might be selected who 
could be more certainly elected, and whose 
nomination would be equivalent to an elec- 
tion from the start. But as between Biaine 
and ConkLInG we do not understand how 
any Western, or [Illinois man especially, 
could think of rejecting Buarye for the pur- 
pose of nominating ConELING. 


The man who refuses to profit by expe- 
rience is no safe guide to follew. In 1873, 
the Republican Congress adjourned under a 
cloud ; its members had voted themselves a 
present of $5,000 each from the National 
Treasury, and they boldly and defiantly de- 
fended the action before the people. There 
was an odor of corruption attending that 
Congress, and subsequent revelations leave 
no doubt that the Pacific Mail was one of 
the lightest of the sins of that session. In 
1874, these people came before an outraged 
and indignant country demanding of their 
party are-election. But that re-election was 
denied, and in the lobbies at Washington, 
and now at Cincinnati, these ex-Senators 
and Representatives, discarded by the Re- 
publicans and the country generally in 1874, 
are shouting ‘‘ Anybody to kill Bristow,” 
the Devil himself sooner that Bristow.” 
One-half the Federal officers appointed by 
these anti-Bristow Senators and Repre- 
sentatives and ex-Congressmen are now 
either in the Penitentiary or ‘fugitives 
from justice in Canada or in Europe. 
If Bristow be nominated, how are 
these men to be pardoned and brought back 
to put up nominations for Congress, or con- 
trol State Legislatures in the matter of the 
election of Senators? If Bristow be elect- 
ed, who will operate the party machine ? 
What will, in fact, become of the machine ? 
These men at Cincinnati who are denouncing 
Bristow are not denouncing him for any act 
personal or official of a dishonest character. 
They hold his crime to be greater than steal- 


est officials, their trial, conviction, and im- 
prisonment, without the advice or permission 
of the Sena and Representatives who ap- 
pointed them. 

IS REFORM TO BE REPUDIATED! 
The Republican party contains much the 
larger proportion of the people who favor 
honest government, faithful execution of the 
laws, Official integrity, and official capability 
in the public service. In the proportion 
that the Republican party of this class of the 
population is greater than that of any other 
party, to that extent is the numerical strength 
of the Republican party weakened by any 
defiance or disregard of public intelligence 
and public morality. 
For instance: There is not a Republican in 
the United States who bes not know that 
Mr. Bristow represents Reform in the ad- 
ministration of all branches of the public ser- 
vice; that he, if elected, will continue an un- 
remitting war upon all foms of official cor- 
ruption, Official incapacty, and against all 
abuses and extravagancesin the public ser- 
vice. It does not followthat there are no 
other persons who are net reformers as well 
as Mr. Bristow, or that he nomination of 
some other candidate would necessarily im- 
ply that the Conventdbn was opposed 
to reform. But the combination of 
all the other canddates is based 
upon the fact that tey and Bristow 
represent different school; of official moral- 
ity, that he represents on code and they an- 
other; that the difference between BLAIxx, 
ConkKLING, and Morton ar purely personal, 
and involve nothing deepe than a choice of 
individuals, while the dfference between 
them all and Bristow is ow upon the broad, 
fundamental principle of governmental ad- 
ministration. He would sver the Executive 
from the Legislative branc] ; he wouid make 
himself responsible for theadministration of 
the laws, through officers closen and retained 
in office because of their ness and fidelity, 
instead of because they arauseful as personal 
and political retainers of nembers of Con- 

ress. 

When, therefore, Mr. Bustow is rejected, 
openly and avowedly, upa the demand of 
CoxkLINd, Cameron, Morn, Spencer, CLAr- 
ton, Lodax, CARPENTER, add Boss SHernerp, 
because he isa Reform and because he 
would regenerate and purfy the public ser- 
vice, then such a rejectionfor such a cause 
is a defiance thrown in thi face of the moral 
and intellectual classes, md is such a con- 
temptuous disregard of public opinion as 
must challenge a defectiotat the polls, which 
the relative strength of parties does not 
warrant. 

Can the Republican prty afford at this 
election to make its choice if candidates upon 
the sole issue of Reform, nd Opposition to 
Reform, and take the latte? With BELXNA 
and the legion of disrepitable revelations, 
can the party declare fat no reform is 
needed, and that there mall be none? Is 
that an issue on whichto lope for success in 
the doubtful States of Nev York, Ohio, New 
Jersey, Wisconsin, anc Inliana, the votes of 
all of which will be nédal to elect the Re- 
publican candidate? In 1874 there were 
enough Democrats ancReformers in Illinois 
to defeat the Republich candidates by 30,000 
majority, to elect twojhirds of the Congres- 
sional delegation ant Republican, and to 
elect an anti-Republitn majority in both 
branches of the Legisture. Is the demand 
for reform any less trong now than it was 
in 1874? Are not allthe elements of oppo- 
sition in existence uw that existed then? 
Shall not the Repulican party recall and 
bring back the multitde that revolted in all 
parts of the country i 1874, by nominating 
a candidate whose ver name will be hailed 
by the whole people as guarantee of Reform ? 

THE LABOR-SAVINGUICIDE MACHINE. 

Our dispatches yetrday morning con- 
tained an account of a uicide which for hor- 
rible ingenuity has rely if ever been ex- 
celled in the annals f self-murder. The 
poor wretch who hurrid himself out of the 
world made his prepargion in a very unique 
way, and displayed a3 gnount of inventive 
talent which would hæe accomplished im- 
mense results if it jad been applied to a 
legitimate mechanica purpose. Since a 
quietus can be made ft one’s life with a bare 
bodkin, it will strike nost persons that the 
Indiana farm-hand pt himself toa good 
deal of trouble with s ingenious machine 

for head-cutting. Hidrouble, however, se- 
cured absolute certaintin the operation of 
his machine. The ax ts suspended in such 
a manner that it was se to fall in a certain 
direction ata certain me. He placed him- 
self in the path of its escent, so that there 
could be no possibly of avoiding its 
edge, either by volunry or involuntary 
motion. Where the ¢ would strike, he 
placed a small box, en on one side, in 
which his head repose¢ He held his head 
firmly in position and js chin up from his 
neck by a stick run acré the box. He was 
strapped tightly to the por with two straps, 
one around the arms id the other around 
the legs, both straps fing screwed to the 
floor. Thus when the pndle which he had 
placed between the ais holding the ax 
burned them off, the wpon would swiftly 
and heavily fall and gform its horrible 
mission with absolute prtainty. Nothing 
but a miraculous interpétion could stop it. 
Having thus perfected method which was 
proof against failure, J next step was to 
secure a painless deat] This was easily 
done by filling the box, iwhich his head re- 
posed, with cotton saturai with chloroform. 
Nothing could be neat, surer, or more 
effective, and yet thing could be 
more grimly horrible aid despairingly 
courageous. The denoué@at is more thrill- 
ing than anything in fictio. He coolly sus- 
pended the ax, at a point een feet above 
where his head would lg,by the double 
cord fastened to the ceiling. He then lit the 
candle, which was calculae to burn down 
to the cords before he shoal wake up from 
his unnatural slumber. Bys light he ar- 
ranged his box, stuffing it ith cotton and 
saturating it with chlorofor Then he threw 
himself upon the floor andstened his head 
into the box, and with remkable skill fast 
ened himself to the floor, that there was 
no possibility that the conWive movements 
which sometimes follow thaking of chloro- 
form would disturb his p¢tion relative to 
the keen edge above that as waiting for 
him. The opiate did its ork. He went 
to sleep with perfect onfidence that 
his machine would its horrible 
business in a perfe¢ satisfactory 
manner. The brief dle shed its 
little light upon the ax 4 reflected upon 
the face of the sleeping fh. Slowly and 
steadily it burned down unit reached the 
cord. In an instant the d snapped, the 
ax descended with a crash ‘ough the man’s 
neck, and buried itself ithe floor under- 
neath him. Its work was re. There was 
no mutilation, no sufferingo torture. In 
an instant he was in eternilwithout a pang 
or a struggle. 

As a rule,suicides do eir work in a 
bungling way. If they @mpt to drown 


terfere with their intentiuns, and haul them 
out, moist, unpleasant, disgusted bodies. If 
they take poison, somebody runs a stomach- 
pump intothem and pumps them back to 
life again. If they cut their throats, they 
cut unskillfully, and only mutilate them- 
selves. If they have a pistol, the hand 
grows unsteady and the bullet goes wide of 
a vital spot. With the Indiana farm-hand's 
machine, however, there is no such word as 
fail. It will therefore grow into favor and 
popularity among those discontented spirits 
who are anxious to climb the golden stair,” 
first, because it is sure, and second because 
it don’t hurt. Other modes are unsure and 
hurt. The machine, however, will hardly 
come into general use, because there are few 
people ingenious enough to build one of 
them, and those who are insane enough to 
commit suicide are not sane enough to cal- 
culate its mechanical operations. The de- 
mand for the machine, however, might be 
filled by some enterprising manufacturing 
firm. The material for their construction is 
very cheap. The Indiana man’s machine 
would probably not cost over $5, and 
they might be manufactured in the way of 
business for much less. We have no doubt 
they would immediately come into favor. 
How delighted Apput-‘‘Aswas” would 
have been had he had one of these machines 
instead of being obliged to pick his arm 
open with a scissors and slowly bleed to 
death! ‘The general use of such machines 
would also simplify the work of the Coroner, 
because there could not be any possibility of 
mistake as to the cause of death. By the 
use of this jabor-saving machine, suicide 
would be reduced to a systematic and legiti- 
mate business. There is progress in every- 
thing connected with staying in the world. 
Why should there not be progress in the 
methods of getting out of it? 


THE GRAND CANAL DU MIDI. 

France, not content with the glory of the 
Suez Canal, is now agitating the question of the 
Grand Canal du Midi,” running from the 
ocean to the Mediterranean. The project is 
already so far advanced that delegates from 
the Chamber of Commerce have been ap- 
pointed to consider the project, estimates 
have been made, and the Minister of Public 
Works has made several favorable reports 
upon it. The general course of this water- 
way will be southeast from Havre to Mar- 
seilles. The Seine River is navigable for 
340 miles. From the Yonne River, which is 
the principal tributary of the Seine on the 
southeast, there is already a small canal, the 
Canal de Bourgogne, which was com- 
menced a century ago, and which con- 
nects the Yonne with the  Saone. 
By this river the tide of 3 


commerce 
will be carried nearly due south by Ly- 
ons into the Rhone, and on to the Mediter- 
ranean at Marseilles. ‘The proposal of the 
engineers is to widen and deepen the chan- 
nel already provided so that it shall be 300 
feet in width and 30 feet in depth through- 
out, and the Minister of Public Works esti- 
mates that the whole cost of providing such 


would only be about $12,500,000. The En- 
glish, of course, are deeply interested in the 
construction of the canal, as it will save 
their small vessels bound for the Mediterra-. 
nean from 800 to 900 miles, and, in fact, will 
complement the Suez Canal, being, with re- 
gard to England, the missing link in the wa- 
ter-way to India. The London Times, speak- 
ing of the possibilities of its construction, 
says: 

Though the length of line in the case of the pro- 
posed Grand Canal du Midi is so much greater, the 
width and depth suggested are not so great, and 
much of the workis already done. The course of 
the Seine as far as Yonneis remarkably even. There 
is no strong current such as an engineer who pro- 
posed to make the Rhine achanne! of communication 
would have to provide for. The Barra, one of the 
incidents of the great estuary at Havre, is some- 
what similar to the bore on the Severn, but this is 
not of such character as to prevent the profitable 
navigation of the river from the sea for many miles 
inland, and, were a way oace clear between the 
North of Europe and the Mediterranean, such as 
vessels could pass which are indisposed or unsuited 
to traverse the stormy waters of the Bay of Biscay, 
a tide of commerce would be set flowing which 
would sweep away any remaining difficulties and 
exercise a permanent iniluence on the history of 
the world. 

The last point indicated—‘‘the stormy 
Bay of Biscay "—is a very important one, as 
its navigation is always dangerous, and its 
shores are strewn with wrecks at all times in 
the year. By the construction of this ship- 
canal all this dangerous navigation will be 
avoided, and vessels bound for the Mediter- 
ranean will have nothing worse to encounter 
than the peril of the raging canawl.” The 
originator of the scheme also writes to the 
Times, and, in addition to the effecting of a 
safe and speedy passage from the ocean to 
the Mediterranean, enumerates other advan- 
tages that will flow from it. He claims that 
it will free for ever the South of France from 
all inundations; that it will receive above 
12,000,000 tons of shipping per annum; that 
it will enable the owners to dispose of an 
average of 21,000,000 oubie yards of water 
a year for irrigation or motive power, 
and that if the whole of this water 
were used for the wants of industry alone, it 
would give in the Valley of the Garonne 
four times the power required for the 
cotton mills of the whole world.” Apart 
from the immense advantiges to be derived 
from this great project, the spectacle of 
France agitating this colossal system of in- 
ternal improvement, while the other Euro- 
pean powers are wrestling with the question 
of war, is a cheerful one. France is the in- 
ventor of the system of canalizing rivers, or 
at least was the first toadopt it. The Canal 
de Languedoc, connecting the Atlantic with 
the Mediterranean, was developed by Rronr- 
Liev and completed in the reign of Lovis 
XIV., but all her numerous canal schemes 
have been small as compared with the Grand 
Canal du Midi, which now seems likely to be 
completed, and to make a revolution in com- 
merce. | 


The United States Supreme Court has made 
an important and much-needed decision in the 
case of Davip IH. MITcHELL, plaintiff in error, 
vs. The Board of County Commissioners of 
Leavenworth, Kan., ALEXANDER REPINE, Treas- 
urer, and THOMAS LEONARD, Sheriff. The facts 
in the case were substantially as follows: The 
plaintiff had a balance of $19,350 on the 28th 
February, 1870, to his credit in bank, which 
he converted into United States notes. These 
he inclosed in a sealed package and placed them 
for safe keeping in the bank vault as a special 
deposit. On the 3d of of March he withdrew 
the package and redeposited the notes to his 
. in order to escape taxation upon his 
méney on deposit. Personal property in Kan- 
sas is listed March 1, but MiTcHELL did not list 
his deposits, and, on discovering this, the tax 
officers added $9,000 to his assessment on ac- 
count of the deposit. He then filed a bill to 
restrain collection, alleging that United States 
notes were not taxable. The Supreme Court of 
Kansas dismissed the bill upon the ground that 
en court of justice sitting as a court of equity 
will not lend its aid for the accomplishment of 
any such purpose.” This decision has been 
aflirmed by the United States Supreme Court 
in the following language: United States 
notes are exempt from taxation by or under 
State or municipal authority, but a court of

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY, 


Fourth Annual Report of 
Directors to the Common 
Council. 


Some Interesting Statistics Con 
It---50,000 Volumes and 30,- 
000 Borrowers.

Largest Circulation in the 
Country. 


The Board of Directors of the Publie Lib 
held their annual meeting yesterday afternoon in 
the office of the Librarian. President Shorey ocey. 
pied the chair. The special business before them 
was the annual reports. 

The fourth annual report of the Directors to the 
Council was read. The expenses of the Lj 
for the past year were $43,723.96. of this 
$10,785.62 have been expended for books 
$2, 301. 05 for newspapers and periodicals. 

It was determined that a public library could be 
maintained in Chicago upon a tax of one-fifth of 4 
mill on a dollar on the taxable property in the city, 
Experience shows that sucha library cannot be 
carried on effectually co as to-secure the most im. 
portant results atacost less than the full amount 
of the tax authorized by the law. The levy of 1g79 
was made for one-fifth of a mill, amoun te 
$56,839.49, of which $52,463.51 have been col- 
lected. The levy for 1873 was a little short of the 
whole amount authorized by law, being $49, 931, 6g, 
of which $43,605,16 have been collected. Th, 
levies in three following years were each $25, 000, 
of which tbere have been collected for 1974, 
$17, 389,06; for 1875, $6,930.66. The wholg 
amount collected under all the levies was $199 . 
388.39. Contrary to the judgment of the Directors, 
the levy for the lastthree years has been reduced 
to $25,000 a, year. All the serious cop. 
sequences to the Library of these deficiencies 
were now apparent. The unpaid vouchers of the 
Directors amount to $15,596.13. It appears from 
the report of the Comptroller that he charges the 
Library Fund with $6,408 on account of the Gage 
defaleation, and when ali the vouchers now drawn 
shall be paid the Library Fund will be overdrawy 
$21,904.12. It is probable thatthe income per; 
year will not be more than $20,000, and the ex- 
penees not probably less than $27, 000. Unlese 
special relief is immediately granted, the ciregiat- 
ing department of the library will have to be closed 
‘The cach balance ou hand on June 1 was $737.45, 

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 

The report of the Librarian, W. F. Poole, for 
the year ending May 31, was read and approved, 
Mr. Poole states that the Library has been affected 
by the general business depression, and the üb- 
eral 2 ey which was expected has 
not been realized ‘nder there unfavorable cir. 
cumstances the Library has had aw accession of 
more than 10,000 volumes of standard works, and 
now possesses a collection of nearly 50, vol- 
unies. 

The Library has a list of more than 30,000 bor- 
rowers, and it is rapidly increasing. The rooms 
have been crowded, and much delay has been ex- 
perienced by those desiring books. 

The present rooms have met acceptably the tem- 
porary wants of the Library, and there been a 
saving of 81. 500 in rent, $354.05 in heating, and 
$652.25 in lighting. 

The large room south of the reading-room has 
been fitted up with cases for patent reports, public 
documents, and State papers, 2,000 volumes of 
which have been received since the last annual re- 
port, 

The number of volumes in the Library at the last 
report was 39,2356, and the present number is 
49,024. The accessions of the year have been 
10,251 volumes. Of these 2,195 have been given, 
and 8,056 have been purchased. The number con- 
demned and worn out was 435. The report gives a 
classified inventory of the numberof books now in 
the Library, and of the accessions which have been 
made to each department. 

The amount expended for new books was $10, - 
784. 19. The bulk of the accessions were in the 
departments of history. biography, travels, arts, 
natural science, and the literatare of the several 
continental countries of Europe. Less than 300 
volumes of English prose fiction and juvenile books 
were added.

The number of registered book-borrowers re- 
ported a year ago, was 23,284, of which 14,657 
were males, and 5,627 wete females. The present 
nuinber is 33,127, of which 21,280 are males, and 
11,847 females. The number of cards surrendered 
and canceled since the opening of the Library is 
2,222, making the total number of persons no 
holding cards and entitled to draw books, 30,905. 
Of the 9. 83 new names registered, 202 chose to de- 
posit $3instead of the usual certificate of guaranty, 
and 201 have withdrawn their deposit and surren- 
dered their cards. The amount of deposits now in 
— 1 of the Library. and in the State Savings 

unk, is $276, on whicno $18.46 interest has ac- 
crued. The amount of fines received for the de- 
tention of books has been $2,831.44. The amount 
received last year was $2, 648. 72. 
The Library has been open 207 days during the 
year. The circulation of books in 1875 was 538, - 
156, and tue past year 405, 747. 
A comparative statement is made with other li- 
braries, which shows that, with the exception of 
the Boston Library, the Chicago Library has 
largest circulation. The circulation of history and 
biography had increased from 7.11 to 9.22 per 
cent. 
Twenty-six persons constitute the working force 
ofthe Library. Eighteen are employed in tne day 
time, and six in the evening. There is a day anda 
night janitor. The total amount paid for salaries 
was $14, 705. 20. 
The number who have consulted refcrence books 
is 5,528, and 18,283 volumes have been used for 
the purpose. 

The number of serials kept on file in the — 
room is 380. Of these 2 are periodicals and 1 
newspapers. Of the former 117 are Amcrican, 91 
English. 43 German, 6 French, 5 Bohemian, 4 
Scandinavian, 3 Dutch, and 9 of other nationali- 
ties. Of the newspapers 41 are dailies, and 63 
weeklies. Of the former 15 are gifts from the pub- 
lishers, and 46 of the latter. . 

The number of visitors hae fallen off slightly, 
and has averaged 636 daily. The average number 
of visitors on Sunday has been 360. The t 
number of visitors to the Library and reading-room 
has been more than 700,000, and the total issues 
of bouks and periodicals have been 557, 111. 

THE LIBRARY. 
The complete card catalogre of all the books in 
the Library has been of tne grvatest practical ser- 
vice, and is constantly referred to as the authorita- 
tive means of ascertaining what the Library con- 
tains. The ** temporary flading-lists"* which have 
been printed from time to time, have, in a measure, 
supplied the want of a printed catalogue. About 
2, = copies of the last edition and d, 000 of the 
earlier editions have been sold. 
A large circulation of books necessarily involves 
a large expense for rebinding. Last year the 
amount Was $1,901.80. ‘he number of volumes, 
including serials and newspapers, sent to the bind- 
ers was 8,234, of which 7,666 have been returned. 
The whole cost of bindmg and rebinding was 
$4,356.57. The regular force of the Library have 
repaired 1,643 volumes, and 468 copies of 
tious in paper have been prepared for the shelves 
by putting them into the Emerson Home- Binder. 
The annual expense of binding in the future is not 
likely to fall below $4,000, and as the work in- 
creases will exceed that sum, The plan recom- 
mended in the last report of establishing a bindery 
on the premises for the Library work it will be ad- 
visable to consider whenever the funds of the in- 
stitution will justify it. 

Of the British Patent-Office reports—3,000 vol- 
umes of which were donated— Ai have been re- 
ceived, and, with the limited funds, it has not 
been possibie to order the completion of the bind- 
ing. which must be done before they leave 
fhe number of volumes unaccounted for.

EXONORATED—A UNANIMOUS VOTE. 

Wasenixnetoxr, D. C., Jane 12.—Mr. Clymer, 
from the Committee on Expenditures in the War 
Department, made a report in the case of the 
charge against Speaker Kerr. The report states 
that, after a full inquiry into the facts, and after a 
thorough examination of Lawrence Harney, the

Wasnrvetox, June 12.—A bill was reported by 
Representative Wigginton from the House Com- 
mittee on Territories to-day, as a substitute forthe 
bill to regulate the elective franchise in Utah, in- 
troduced in the Honse by Luttrell, and previousiy 
introduced in the Senate by Mr. Christiancy. The 
substitute provides a general election law for all 
the Territories, requiring, among other things, that 
ail voting shall be done by ballot, inclosed in en- 
velopes of uniform size, to be supplied by the Sec- 
retary of the Territory.

JAMES BAXTER. 


Iie Is Acquitted from that Mysterious Bur- 


giary Charge. 


The Criminal Court was occupied the most of 
yesterday with the hearing of the case of James 
Baxter, a rather notorious individual, who was in- 
dicted by the last Grand Jury for conspiring with 
the noted burglar and penitentiary bird, James 


Rogers, to burglarize the store of Pardridge & Co., 


on State street, in April last. A great deal has al- 
ready appeared in public print touching the bur- 
glary, and Rogers’ subsequent arrest and release, 
and the case can be reviewed in a few words: Bax- 
ter became identitied with tne transaction so faras 
the public knew, by »~pearing in court two weeks 
ago in defense of ock and Birdew, who were 
held on the charge of perjury in swearing to the 
ownership of certain property in qualifying to go 
on Rogers’ bond. He confessed at the time that he 
had drawn up their applications or affidavits, and 
upon Birdew not being able to show a clean 
front, offered to step in between him and 
the jail, and put up 3500 with the 
Clerk of the Criminal Court. Birdew was next 
day discharged by the Court, but Rogers was still 


anxious for his liberty. He could not give bail, 


but did manage to raise $1,500, which he handed 
to the States Attorney, and was discharged. It 
was supposed at the time that Baxter furnished the 
money, and this, in connection with the fact that 
he had alot of diamonds in the safe of Pardridge 
& Co. at the time the burglary wa@attempted, upon 
which he had reccived advances, and had been seen 
in the company of Rogers in the store the day 
prior to the burglary, made the situation 


very dubious for Baxter, and led to a complaint 
being made before the Grand Jury. Winesses go- 
ing before that body complained at the time of hav- 
ing a difficulty of being heard, but notwithstand- 


ing, after several days’ hard work an indictment 


for burglary was found against Baxter and Rogers, 
both of whom were arrested and gave bail. When 


the case was called yesterday morning the bail of 


Nogers 

WAS DECLARED FORFEITED, 
just as everybody was satisfied it would be. Bax- 
ter, however was on hand for trial. The evidence 
against him proved to be a repetition of the myste- 


| rious history of the case. adding only that he and 
Rogers, the day previous to the burglary, had taken 


several boxes into the upper part of the store, one 
of which was supposed tu have contained a jack- 
ecrew with which the work onthe safe had been 


done. and that Baxter would have been the eufferer 


rather than the gainer thereby. The prosecution 
claimed, however, that two of its witnesses, 
Parker and Ebery, testified very dif- 
ferently from what they had before the 


Grand Jury in reference to the carrying 


of the boxes up-staira, and attributed Baxter's 
nal acquittal to this fact. The witnesees for the 
defense developed nothing new or material, except 
that Baxter had not advanced the money to Rogers 
to secure his release, which was sworn to by Bax- 
ter himself. 

On the whole, the case was one of the most mys- 
terious that has ever been tried in our courts, from 
ite being introduced to the notice of the Grand 
Jury downto ita end yesterday. The indictment 
was found, as has already been indicated, with the 
greatest difficulty, and against the protestations of 
tome particular individuals who may yet be called 
upon to explain their course. The indictment after 
being found, was reconsidered, and then again rein- 
stated. Rogers, in the meantime, was discharged, 
rearrested, and discharged, his discharges being at 
the dictation of the State’s Attorney and his re- 
arrest atthe instance of the police author ties.

FINANCIAL. 

The opening day of the week in local business did 
mot differ essentially from the average of last week's 
basiness. The amount of paper made by the cus- 
tomers of the banks and the outside borrowers on 
whom in prosperous times the banks depend for a 
darge part of their profite is very «ma!l!. The latter 
class have few objects for which to borrow in these 
days of distrustof all forms of new enterprise. 
The regular customers of the banks are better eup- 
plied than earlier in the season by the improvement 
in collections, and their policy ie now one of con- 
siderable caution in contracting new indebtedness. 

Rates of discount are 8@10 per cent to regular 
customers ; good outside borrowers get strect rates. 

On the street the same dullness, perhaps inten- 
sified, prevails as among the banks. Rates are 6 
@12 per cent. 

New York exchange was inactive. Sales were 
made between banks at 25c per $1, 000 discount. 

The orders for currency were not large. 

The clearings were $3, 400, 000.

House and Internal Revenue officers. But these are

The recent dullness in our market for highwines 
is attributable to the fact tha’ Cincinnati is un- 
derselling us. That market has ranged 2c below Chi- 
cago, though the grain costs more there than it does 
here, and our distillers say that they cannot afford 
to sell for less than now. New York is being sup- 
plied from Cineinnati, and about a week ago an or- 
der sent to this city was actually filied there, the 
freight from Cincinnati being less than the differ- 
ence in price in the two markets. What is the 
matter’ 

It is noteworthy thata few of the receivers of 
corn seem to be doing their best to beat down the 
price of corn in this market, and to regard as nut- 
ural enemies the men who sustain the price by buy- 
ing the property. The fact suggests it as probable 
that they are on the shortside on their own ac- 
count; and thus arises the anomaly of a man seem- 
ing to be in partial Opposition to the interests of 
bis cliente. 

The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday in the aggregate, and most of them were 
lower, chiefly as a consequence of larger receipts, 
The weather was fine, and there was no more war 
news to stimulate epecniative excitement, so that 
the eflect of the large volume of receipts had noth- 
ing tocheck it, except the continuance of a fair 
demand for shipment. The fact was known at 
Other points, and they were easicr, in sympathy; 
bence the feeling was a bearish one all round, 
though there was little real weakness. 

The demand for dry goods was fair, and only fair. 
Few buyers were present, most of the trading 
being accomplished through the mediam of the 
mails. Prices were steady. Jobbers of groceries 
were having a fair trade. and the general market 
presented afirm tone. There was nothing new in 
ihe dried-fruit market. Fish were quoted un- 
changed. The oi) trade was fairly active, both on 
local and country account, and at the lately re- 
vised quotations the market had a steady tone. 
No new features were noted ia the leather, bag- 
ging, coal, and wood markets.

The Special Committee to whom was referred the 
petition of C. P. Kellogg and others, asking the 
reinstatement of D. C. Cregier as Engineer at the 
Water-W orks, reported recommending that the 
prayer of the petitioners be granted, and that Mr. 
regier be reinstated. 

Ald. Aldrich moved that the report be referred to 
he Board of Public Works, with instructions to 
act according to its recommendation. 

Ald. Sommer wanted to know if that was one of 
the measures of reform that had been promised.

lie believed that Mr. ¢ regier had done more to 
bland in the way of jobs of Mayors and Boards of 
Public Works and of other agents of patent 
rights than any other man. His lifelong 
work there had been in opposing pet 
schemes of other public officers, and he was the 
kind of man the city wanted. He knows his busi- 
hess better than all the Mayors we have ever had, 
Another reason for keeping Cregier was, that it was 
important for the city in case of fires to have a man 
atthe Water-Works who knew his business. It 
would be too great a risk to try to save a few dol- 
lars and have hundreds burned up through an acci- 
dent at that place. Mr. Trautman, who now has 
charge, is a good man, but Cregicrisa better, and 
none but the best should be taken. 

Ald. Sweeney said he protested against euch an 
unusual way of doing business, Ald. Aldrich had 
made a speech and then had choked the others off 
by moving the previous question. 

The Mayor id Mr. Cregier had been consulted 
on the competency of Mr. Trautman; and he had 
insulted the Board of Public Works, and opposed 
the introduction of what was well known as an im- 
provement. Ius Trinune had written two arti- 
cies on that improvement, and it could not see why 
it Was not adopted. He had come to the conclu- 
£10n that the once was a high-ealaried one, and he 
had remove Mr. Cregier for tue best interests of 
the city. 

Ald. White said that Ald. Aldrich’s speech was a 
long-winded one, but senseless. Cregier was a 
good man, but the interest of Chicago demanded 
his removal. lt would be a pity if he was the only 
man who could run our Water-Works. What 
if Cregier should die, who would the city get to 
run the works. The Aldermen had been charged 
with being the agent of pumping-cngines. Cregier 
had often opposed economy at the engine-works. 
He is moreovera high-priced omeer. His salary 
would support a half a dozen ordinary oflicers. 
The speaker was therefore opposed to putting him 
in office again, especially as tue man who is now 
running it oniy costs half as much. 

Ald. Smith asked what Cregier got yearly. 

Some one said 

$2,800 A YEAR AND A HORSE. 


The Alderman said that the charges made against 


him were not correct. If others had taken as 
much interest in the West side Water-Works 
us Cregier did, $12,000 would have been 
saved in the foundations. He thought 
it unwise for the Mayor and Board of 
Public Works to meddle with so good a man. He 
always attended to business, never mixed in poli- 
ties or allowed persons to interfere with him who 
did not know anything about the business. 

A. W. Sheridan thought that the Board should 
not be instructed in the matter, but that the re- 
sponsibility of restoring Cregier should rest upon 
the Council.

High, Low, Jack, and the Game---Being a 
History of the Four Kings and Some Gen- 
eral Observations on Playing Cards. 

Cinctnnati Commercial, 

The origin of playing-cards is enveloped in 
obscurity. Some of our best-informed writers, 
whose knowledge in the matter, however, is 
founded altogether upon tradition, have traced 
the invention to an Asiatic source, while oth- 
ere, with less plausibility, perhaps, maintain 
that the credit should be awarded to the ancient 
Romans. About the earliest authentic record 
of the existence and use of playing-cards is 
found in the Stadtbuch of Augsburg for the 
year 1275, just six centuries ago; and this fact 
in itself is sufficient to dispel the popular illu- 
sion, founded upon the statement of Mezerian, 
that they were invented in 1390, more than a 
century later, for theamusement of the French 
Charles VI. Games with cards are mentioned 
by Tiraboschi as being in vogue in Italy in the 
thirteenth century, and there are frequent ref- 
erences to them in numerous German works of 
the fourteenth century. 

The figures of the four suits were formerly 
symbolical representations of the four classes of 
men, and their present English appellations are 
the result either of a misapprehension or a cor- 
ruption of the original names. Hearts signify 
the gens de chaeewr (Cwur), the choir men or eccle- 
siastics, and hence they are called by the Span- 
iards copas or chalices. The Spanish word 
espada, or sword, indicates the warrior classes 
or the nobility, and a slight variation in its 
orthography witha broadening of the sword, 
which adorns the Spanish card, gives us the En- 
glish word spade. Clubs were originally tresles 

trefoil leaves), and denoted the peasantry, the 

Spaniards applying the word dasto, common, to 
the same card. Merchants and citizens were 
designated by diamonds, called by the French 
carreaux, or square tiles, from which our dia- 
mond derives its shape, and by the Spanish oras, 
from the word ora, which signifies gold and 
riches. 

For a long time the kings in a pack of French 
cards retained the names of the four monarchs 
—David, Alexander, Cesar, and Charles—repre- 
senting respectively the Jewish, Greek, Roman, 
and Frank Empires. The titles at the same time 
applied to the Queens—Argine, Judith, Esther, 
and Pallas—are not so easily accounted for, al- 
though one writer suggests that Argine fur- 
nishes a capital anagram for regina, a Queen, 
and that the others may have been chosen as 
types of wisdom, purity, and courage. The 
word knave, from the German knab (boy), was 
used in its old sense of servant, or attendant on 
the Knights, that being the signification of the 
word sota, which the Spaniards apply tothe same 
card. Following out this idea, we have, proba- 
bly, some foundation for the English term Jack, 
ou of Webster's definitions of that word being 
an instrument that supplies the place of a boy; 
a buot-jack, for instance. 

From a cursory glance at a playing-card, one 
would infer that they could be manufactured 
without much difficuity in any ordinary print- 
ing-oflice; but this isa great mistake, as their 
construction requires a great deal of machinery 
especially adapted to the purpose, and a know!l- 
edge and experience which are rarely to be met 
with in this country. There are, we believe, but 
four playing-card factories in America, one of 
these being situated in the vicinity of Cincin- 
nati, and the others at Philadelphia and New 
York. These establishments supply the United 
States almost entirely, although there are a few 
importations made by the ageuts of Goodall, a 
London manufacturer. 

The first step in the construction of playing- 
cards is making the card-board itself, which is 
accomplished by pasting together sheets of paper 
until the required thickness is arrived at. Former- 
ly this pasting was all done by hand, but an in- 
genious inventor of our own city has patented a 
machine, now extensively used, into which the 

yaper is fed as in a printing-press, and 1,000 card- 

— either two or three ply, are thus pasted 

in an bour, and in a much better style than could 

be done by hand. 

After they are pasted, the boards are placed 
in a hydraulic press of many tons capacity, and 
subjected to an immense pressure, after which 
they are removed and thoroughly dried. Hav- 
ing passed through a calender, if the card-board 
is designed for common or steamboat cards, it is 
ready for printing. If, however, it is intended 
for a finer grade of card, it next goes through 
an enameling machine, which covers it with a 
hard, white coating of enamel, the composition 
of which is a secret possessed by but a few men 
in this country. From the enameler the board 
is carried to a polishing-machine, where it is 
made to pass between a number of rapidly-re- 
volving brushes, which administer a very high 
polish to the surface, and prepare it lor the 
printing-press. 

The tace-press, upon which the faces of play- 
ing-cards are printed, is a complicated machine, 
built expressly for that purpose, and printing in 
four colors at one impression. A sheet of card- 
board is 22x28 inches iu size, and this, being fed 
into the face-press, is turned out again almost 
immediately, with a full pack of fifty-two cards 
printed in four gaudy colors upon its face. Thi 
card-backs are printed in the full sheet also, one 
color at a time, on an ordinary Hoe press, much 
eare being required to secure a perfect register, 
in order that the backs may correspond exactly 
with the faces. 

The printed sheets of card-board are now cut 
up on rotary card-cutters, which are adjusted 
with such nicity that there cannot be detected 
the difference of a hair’s breadth in the size of 
the cards. The cards are then very carefully as- 
sorted and wrapped in deck, half-dozen ang 
quarter-gross wrappers, the inferior grades beiug 
branded as seconds, and sold at reduced rates. 

Female help is principally employed in the 
manufacture of playing-cards, about thirty girls 
being engaged in the establishment near this 
city. Their nimble fingers and quick eyes are 
well adapted to the assorting of cards, and we 
are informed that it has been found very diffi- 
cult to instruct male help in the same labor. 

The opinion seems to prevail that the backs of 
playing-cards are so marked that they cin be 
read with as much facility as their faces, by the 
initiated, but this is another popular error, as 
the back of one card is the exact counterpart of 
another in the same pack, they all, in fact, being 
electrotypes from the same block. None of the 
reputable manufacturers make marked cards, 
although there are a few inthe market of an 
inferior sort, none of them, however, bearing 
the brand of the maker. Gamblers, as a rule, 
do not use marked cards, and when they do — 
manage to secure cards of some honest brand, 
and mark them to suit themselves. 

With the reduction of Government taxes on 
manufactures, and the removal! of stamps, there 
has been no change in the tax on playing-~cards. 
A 5-cent stamp is still required on every pack of 
cards turned out by the factory, and this, in 
view ofthe great number manufactured and 
sold, is undoubtedly a source of considerable 
revenue. Still there is no decrease in the con- 
sumption, and as they who dance must pay the 
fiddler, so they who play cards must pay the 
tax, as the manufacturer always adds the value 
of the stamp to the price of the card. 

The former stringent State laws regulating 
the sale of plaving-cards have been generally 
abolished, although our sister State, Kentugky, 
forbids by statute the selling of cards and pub- 
lic card-playing, which is, perhaps, rather ab- 
surd, when we consider the license allowed by 
that Commonwealth in the way of horse-racing 
and lottery dealing.

Union Agency, which consists of the Cherokee, 
Creek, Choctaw, Chickasaw, and Seminole tribes 
of Indians, arrived here a few days ago, and, after 
relieving Maj. J. J. Upham, of the Fifth Cavalry, 
U. S. A., Acting Indian Agent, entered upon the 
discharge of the duties of his office. Dr. Marston 
was fora considerable period Superintendent of 
Baptist Missions of the State of Missouri, at a 
salary of $2,500 per annum and traveling ex- 
penses, and only resigned that position be- 
cause he was fully convinced that his 
duty required his acceptance of the one 
he now fills. He is a gentleman of fine 
presence, about 60 years of age, of reserved though 
agreeable manners, and is held in high esteem by 
the Church of his choice, and by the Christian ele- 
ment generally of St. Louls, from whence he 
comes; and as he is believed to be endowed with 
fine administrative ability, he will, very likely, as 
soon as he becomes familiar with the affairs of his 
office, so execute his official duties, to the satisfac- 
tion of the Indians of the other residents of the five 
nations, as to win their respect and admiration, 
and reflect credit on the Government which he has 
the honor to 1 

The Indian Journal, whichis now in the sixth 
week of its existence, has been much improved 
since the initial number was issued. Under the 
judicions management of its talented editor, the 
Hon. William P. Ross, ex-Chief of the Cherokees, 
with its constantly increasing subscription-list, 
and the generous advertising support it is receiy- 
ing from merchants and others, it seems safe to 
presage that all doubts as to its complete success 
upon an enduring basis will be-removed in the near 
future. 

In obedience to telegraphic instructions received 
at Fort Gibson, on the Ist inst., by Maj. J. J. Up- 
ham, Fifth Cavalry, Commandant of the Post (and 
late Acting Indian Agent), from Headquarters De- 
partment of the Missouri, Company I, Fifth Cav- 
alry, Capt. J. C. Kellogg, commanding. —which 
has been stationed at the Fort since early last fall, 
left on Tuesday evening, the 6th inet. , followed by 
the gallant Major himself on Thursday evening, 
bound for Cheyenne, via Denver, to report to the 
Commanding General of the Department of the 
Platte, for, itis presumed, active service against 
thé Indians in that quarter. It is reliably stated 
that the eight companies constituting the remainder 
of this regiment, now stationed at various points 
in this Department, have received orders to move 
forward to Cheyenne as soon as practicable, for the 
same purpose. Fort Gibson will be garrisoned by 
Company F, Fifth Infantry, under command of 
First-Lieut. E. J. Randell, which arrived there 
last Sunday. 

Col. John M. Peck, who was appointed United 
States Commissioner for this Territory, last De- 
cember, by Judge Isaac C. Parker, of the United 
States District Court for the Western District of 
Arkansas (which includes the Indian Territory), 
and whose Court has been held at the village, re- 
cently tendered his resignation, in order to accept 
of the 11 of Receiver in the Land-Oftice 
at Hot Springs, Ark. There has been a well- 
founded rumor that Judge Parker would not ap- 
point another Commissioner to fill this important 
position; but, for the convenience of witnesses and 
others, itis hoped that. if he has so decided, he 
will reconsider his decision, and appoint a aun 
that has the requisite strength and elevatiog of 
character and ability, and that will discharge the 
duties of the oflice boldly and impartially, without 
fear or favor.

Improvements in Des Moines --- Feminine 
Doctors. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Des Mores, Ia., June 11.—At no period in the 
history of the Capital City has there been such 
rapid progress as is now being made. Contracts 
for building, comprising more than $1,750, 000, 
bave been made this season. Over 250,000 brick 
per day are being made, and all that can be made 
during the season of 100 days will be required, and 
will be used as fast as delivered. This will make 
25,000,000 brick to be laid here this season. 
Many of the structures are extensive business- 
houses, and several are large tenement- houses. All! 
this is being done with Des Moines money. 
Those who have money foresee that in a decade 
the population of the city will be doubled, and 
they are investing in real estate. Houses for rent 
are scarce, and two and three families in a house 
are the rule, while many are unable to get houses 
ut all. Probably no other city in the West now 
gives so marked evidence of substantial progress 
as this. None affords greater inducement for in- 
vestments in real estate and mantfactures. It 
may safety be said that much of this enterprise 
and improvewent is the result of the failure of 
Mr. Allen’s bank. When that was in operation, 
every surplus dollar that could be got by me- 
chanic, farmer, merchant, or other business-men, 
was poured into his bank-hopper, on deposit. If 
anybody had money it was in Allen’s bank. His 
failure has led to the investment of surplus money 
in every other way conceivable. The mechanic 
will buy a lot and commence a house, finishing it 
as he can earnand save the money. The farmer 
will invest in real estate in the city, and erect 
buildings to rent. The business-man will erect 
business-houses. Property-holders add other im- 
srovements; and thus, in the aggregate, the city is 
benented largely every way. ‘The effect is notice- 
able on every street; and, though the failure of 
Mr. Allen was a serious blow to the financial inter- 
eats of the city, it will ultimately result in great 


benefit.

THE DOG QUESTION. 
To the Nditor of The Tribune. 

Cricaco, Jene 12.—Whether hydrophobia is 
more common in cold than in hot weather may be a 
matter of dispute, but there can be no dispute 
about the propriety and necessity of keeping the 
number of dogs within proper limite. Up toa cer- 
tain number, and when properly restrained or 
trained, they are tolerable; beyond that, or when 
vicious and troublesome they are simply a danger- 
our nuisance requiring abatement. 

Owners of dogs must remember that members of 
large communities, a the Inhabitrnts of Chicago, 
owe to each other many mutual obligations which 
do not apply to people living in country 
Cistricte. Amongst auch, certainly must be th 
negative one of not keeping animals to the effect 
or extent of their being a nuisance to the pabiic. 
The beet plan to keep them within moderate 
bounds would be to 1mpose a dog-tax,—say $1 per 
annum, provided it could be properly assessed and 
collected. But, ae this probably could not be done 
at present, it seems to me that the Acting Mayor's 

yroclamation hits the mark about as well as could 

e done. 

There are hundreds of dogs infesting the strects 
of no nee or ornainent, who  ststain 
n precarious existence by picking 
up euch garbage and refuse as they 
can fund. Under the proclamation these would be 
all destroyed, A large number more are partly fed 
and housed by their owners, who, however, do not 
value them to the estent of kecping them muzzied 
or restrained. 

There can be no doubt as to the danger of a eu- 
perabundance of such animals. 1 know of several 
persons who base been bitten. In walking along 
many of our third-rate «streets one is very likely to 
be attacked. The brutes are abused by the street- 
boys, have never been tancht the rudiments of 
good behavior, and warming on the sidewalks, are 
by no means to be trusted by pedestrians. So I 
consider that the proclamation is wise and well- 
timed.

And if the Supreme Court should decide 
that all of the judgments which have been render- 
ed in the condemmation cases are, as they 
purport, really general judgments against 
the city, then this city will have 
saddied upon it a debt of millions before they 
know it. Il regard the present law relating to the 
condemnation of property very defective and vic- 
ious, and should be amended. The Finance Com- 
inittee should find ont at once the amount of the 
judgment in these condemnation cases, and next 
winter the law should be amended. Now, as soon 
asastrectisto be opened, the property-holders 
form a conspiracy and swear up the property to the 
highest poini that anybody ever beard of, and then 
a general judgment is rendered against the city.

THE CINCINNATI CONVENTION. 


design Showing the Positions Assigned the Several State 
Delegations.

Crecrywatt, June 11.—The Committee having in charge the details of the Convention have nally 
agreed upon a very satisfactory and impartial arrangement, which will be best understood by reference to 
the following diagram of the floor of the hall (the Exposition Building). The floor proper is assigned to 
delegates and alternates—the latter in a body to the rear of the delegates, and separated by 8 railing. 
Seats are provided for 756 delegates and the same number of alternates. By reference to the diagram 
below it will be noticed that the Committee has carefully provided for the favorite sons,” Ohio, with 
Hayes, and Pennsylvania, with Hartranft, occupying the positions of skirmishers on the flanks, while 
New York and Indiana (Conkling and Morton) are thrown forward as color guards.” Whether acci- 
dentally or designedly, the known Blaine delegations have been judiciously distributed throughout the 
hall. Blaine delegates appearing in every column and on every fank. New York finds itself sandwiched 
in between New Encland and Morton's strongholds of Indiana and Tennessee. with the anti-Conkling 
States of New Jersey. Kansas, and Missouri in the rear. Morton has the advantage of getting the South- 
ern States in close proximity to Indiana, except Kentucky, which will be for Bristow. Pennsylvania, 
like Ohio, not expecting to cut much of a figure, is left unsupported. Upon the stage, seats are provided 
for the National Executive Committee, the Cincinnati Committee, for the Governors of States, and dis- 
tinguished invited guests to the number of 350. The galleries have been set apart entirely for the audi- 
ence. but the entire capacity of the hall. instead of being 10,000, as advertised, is now by the Commit- 
tee limited to barely 5,000. After supplying delegates, alternates, the press, the Committees, and in- 
vited guests, the remaining seats will be apportioned to the several States in proportion to the number of 
delegates to which they are entitled, to the members of the Committees, and to subscribers to the fund 
for paying the expenses of the Convention. This will leave each delegate about three tickets for distri- 
bution among his friends. The Committee allot desks to 132 stenographic and press reporters, which is 
liberal enongh. although hundreds will undoubtedly be turned away on this score. In anticipation of a

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THE MERRIE MONARCH’S STOCK. 


England's Bar-Sinister Dukedoms. 
New York Sun. 

There is an amazing vitality about the Merrie 
Monarch's stock in England. Ite members increase 
and multiply and flourish exceedingly. Of the 
twenty-one Dukedome, Charles II. contributed, to 
use Defoe’s words, four to the peerage by his 
own elfloris, and there is not the least likelihood 
of any of them becoming extinct.” 

These bar-sinister Dukedoms are Buccleuch, 
Grafton, St. Abe. and Richmond. In 
point of possessio and influence, the 
urst is by far the met important. The Duke 
of Buccieuch is the direct descendant of tne Duke 
of Monmouth, Charles’ unfortunate son by Lucy 
Walters. From time to time rumors have run to 
the effect that Charles was in reality married to 
this lady. Such reports are alluded eto in Evelyn's 
Memoirs. Charles II. solemnly and publicly de- 
nied the allevation. lle even wrote this denial in 
the Council book, and it was attested by members 
of the Privy Council. The fact of his having gone 
through this formality tends to show that the re- 
port had assumed a serious Character, 

Monmouth's mother was the daughter of a Welsh 
gentleman, but. having little means and less 
grace, came to London to make her fortune.“ The 
tamous Algernon Sidney, then a Co.onel in Crom- 
wells army, had agreed to ve her fifty broad 
pieces (as hetoldthe Duke of York), but, being 
ordered hastily away with his rec:ment, he missed 
nis bargain. She went into Holland. There she 
formed the acquaintance of his brother, Capt. 
Robert 1 with whom she remained for 
some time, till the King (then in exile in tnat coun- 
try), hearing of her, got ber from him.” 

Very soon after she left Sidney her son, after- 
ward the Duke of Monmouth, was born. Ue very 
much resembled the Colonel, even to a wart on his 
face. However, strange to say, the hing persisted 
in owning him, though every one believea Sidney 
to be his father. Ultimately Lucy Walters, or 
Waters, ** feil very low and went to Faris. Evelyn 
speaks of having seen her there, and says that 
she died miserably, without anything to bury 
her. Such was the ancestress of the Dukes of 
Buccleuch. The deeccndant of the courtesan, who 
died destitate, is to-day the greatest land-owner in 
the United Kingdom. 

Monmouth was beheaded in July, 1685. His 
titles were attained, but his wife had herself been 
separately created Duchess of Buccleuch, and her 
son succeeded to his mother’s titles. This lady 
was a daughter and heiress of the Earl of Buc- 
cleach, and the greatest fortune of her day. She 
was married to Monmouth at the age of 12, he 
being then 14. She it was to whom Scott 
alludes in The Lay of the Last Minstrel in 
the lines: 

In pride of youth in beauty’s bloom 
Had wept o'er Monmouth’s bloody tomb. 

She was a good wife to a bad husband, for whom 
she had slicht cause to have **wept.”” Monmouth 
deserted her for Lady Henrietta Wentworth.

matterof conrenance. The Duchess, like neurly 
every woman whose first husband has come to an 
untimely end, married again, her second husband 
being Lord Cornwallis, ancestor of the well-known 
Marquis of American war fame. She also lived for 
some time at Moor Park, in Hertfordshire (this 
must not be confounded with the piace of the same 
name in Surrey, where Swift was secretary to 
Temple), and the legend lingers there to this day 
of how the pollard vaks in the park were beheaded 
by the Duchess to commemorate the decapitation 
of her husband. 

Up to the earlier part of the last century the 
Buccieuchs passed through a period of no great 
prosperity, butfor a long time now fortune has 
steadily continued to heap wealth and honors upon 
them. One Euke married into the family of the 
Duke of Queensberry, aud that Dukedom and a 
great estate ultimately devolved on the Duke of 
Buccleuch; while the marriage of the present 
Duke's crandfather with the eventual heiress of the 
Duke of Montagu brought him the great possessions 
of taat house, including quantities of the persdénal 
treasures accumulated by the first Duke and 
Duchess of Marlborough, whose daughter married 
a Duke of Montagu. One of the most interesting 
of these is the word which the Duke of Marl 
borough wore at Blenheim. One day, ata drawing- 
room at St. James’, the present Duke of Buc- 
cleuch was standing by the Duke of Wellington, 
when the latter said, as he adjusted his sword, 
This is the eword I wore at Waterloo.’” And 
this, sir,“ said the Duke of Bueclench, taking his 
Word in his hand, is the sword the Duke of 
Marlborough wore at Blenheim.” 

Some of the most interesting memorials of Mon- 
mouth are in the possession of the Countess of 
liome, daughter and heiress of Walter Scott's 
friend, Lord Montacu, the Duke of Buccleuch's 
uncle. Among these isthe richly-laced nightcap 
and gown the Duke of Monmouth wore the night 
before his execution. The Duke's servants stil! 
wear the liveries of the same color as those worn 
by the Duke of Monmouth, and not the Scott 


| colors, although they have always called them- 
| selves Scott instead of Crofts, the 


name by which 
of Monmonth was frst known. The 
pecrage contains uo worthier member than the 
present Duke of Buccleuch. He is a model of what 
a great nobleman should be, and is beloved and re- 
epected accordingly throughout histerritories. The 
annual valuation for taxation of his Scotch estates 
is £184, 000, and altogetber his income can scarce- 
ly be less than £300,000. Among hie Englieh 
estates is a very large property in Lancashire, and, 
in conjunction with the Duke of Devonshire, he 
has had mach to do with the rise of the wonderfal 
new town of Barrow-in-Furness, in that county. 
No man is more strongly impreseed with a sense 
of the dictum that Property has its Uuties as well 
as ite rights.” 

Altogether Charles had six natural children to 
whom he gave the highest rank inthe English Peerage 
The Dukes of Northumberland, Southampton, and 
Grafton were his children by Barbara, daughter of 
William Villers, and grandniece of George, Duke 
of buckingham, favorite of James 1. 

Evelyn says of the Duke of Northumberland, un- 
der date 2ith October, 1684: 1 dined at Sir 
Stephen Fox's with the D. of N. He seemed to be 
a young gentleman + Ps 1 well bred, 
civil, and modest. Of all his Majesty's children 
(of whom he has now six Dukes) thie seemed the 
most accomplished and worth the owning. He is 
extraordinary handsome and well shaped." Sub- 
sequently he speaks of him as a splendid horse. 
man, quite surpassing all others in that respect. 
le died childless in 1716, when all his honors be- 
came extinct. 

U brother, the Duke of Southampton (who on 


the Duke 


hie mother’s death succeeded to her Dukedom of 
Cleveland also), married and had several sons, but 
they all died childless, and these Dukedoms aleo 
became extinct. So that the only son of Charles 
II. by the Duchess of Cleveland whore descendants 
enjoy a Dukedom to this day was the Duke of Graf- 
ton. The first Duke of that ilk married the heiress 
of Bennett, Earl of Arlington, whose possessions 
they have ever since retained. The principal seat 
is at Euston, in Northamptonshire. 

Charles had a son by Louise de Queronaille, cre- 
ated Duchess of Portsmouth, to whom he gave the 
name of Lennox, and created him Duke of Kich- 
mond and Lennox. By the marriage of the present 
Duke's grandfather with the heiress of the Duke of 
Gordon, Gordon Castle. with a vast estate, passed 
to the Duke of Richmond. his family can searce- 
ly boast in the male line of one eminent member, 
but many eminent persons—Fox, the Naplers, Lord 
Edward Fitzgerald, etc.—have sprung from daugh- 
tera of the house. 

The Duke of St. Albans, who holds the two 
hereditary potent places of Grand Falconer and 
Registrar of the Court of Chancery, and has, fur- 
ther, @ hereditary pension, ie descended from 
Charles’ son by Nell Gwyn, who married the 
duughter, and eventually to be heiress, of Aubrey 
de Vere, twentieth and last Eari of Oxford. His 
grandson, Topham LBeaucierk, was Johnson's 
friend, so often alluded to in Boswell's memoir. 
ihe ninth Duke married the celebrated Mrs. 
Coutts, nee Mellon, but had no children by ber, 
and only derived a life interest ina portion of the 
vast wealth which she bequeathed, in accordance 
with the verbal wishes of Mr. Coutts, to his grand- 
Gauchter, the present Baroness Burdett-Coutts. 

The St. Albans family has not been more remark- 
able for intellect than that of the Dukes of Rich- 
mond; and, indeed, Charles L.'s descendants 
have, with very rare exceptions, been as distin- 
guished for dullness as he was for wit.

Canadian Immigration. 
A Toronto letter says: The Blue-book contain- 
ing the report of the Select Committee on [mmi- 
Zratlon and Colonization has just been issued. 
During the year 1875 there was a considerable fall- 
ing off in the number of immigrants, which fact 
the Committee attributes to the commercial and in- 
dustrial depression which has prevailed in Canada, 
together with the growing indisposition to emi- 
grate among the classes onthe other side of the 
Atlantic which usually furnish the immigrants. 
The total number of settlers during the year 
was 27.382. The year’s immigration cost 
the Government $296,693, making the gross 
per capita cost $10.83. The per capita 
value to the country of the immigrants who be- 
come settlers, apart from the property and money 
they bring with them into the country, is variously 
estimated. The Bureau of Statistics at Washing- 
ton estimate the value of each at $800. Dr. Farr 
has officially reported to Her Majestv's Govern- 
ment that the value to the country of a Norfolk 
agricnitural laborer at the age of 25 is £246 sterl- 
ing (31,400). As it is claimed that a large propor- 
tion of last year's immigrants belong to the agri- 
cultura! class, if an agricultural laborer be as val- 
uable to Canada as he isto England, $10.83 per 
capita cannot be regarded as a dad invest- 
ment. The ascertained balance of goods and 
money brought into the Dominion by immigrants 
during the year 1875 was 51.344. 573. The addi- 
tional unascertained amount is thought to be very 
large. Col. Laurie, of Nova Scotia, gave evi- 
dence before the Committee on the subject of the 
settlement of children brought out to that Province 
by Mre. Birt. These children are of a similar 
ciass to those brought out by Miss Rye and Miss 
Macpherson, except that they do not include 
children from workhouses. They appear to have 
been all placed in comfortable situations by Col. 
Laurie, who is, by Provisional enactment. con- 
stituted their guardian. He has placed 
out 325 children, and states that as 
many as 500 could be provided for annually in Nova 
Scotia. The publication of Mr. Doyle's report has 
had the eifect of stopping Miss Kye's operations 
last yearin bringing out workhouse children to 
Canada; but Miss Macpherson, Mrs. Dirt. Mr. Mid- 
dlemore, and others have continued to bring out 
children who are without fricnds and homeless. 
Among the specialties of the immigration of last 
year was the arrival of 3,258 Mennonites. who 
joined their Mennonite friends in Manitoba. An ice- 
landic settlement has been established on the west 
shore of Lake Winnepeg, in the Northwest Terri- 
tory, and another, which appears to be successful. 
in the Province of Nova Scotia. About two years 
avo the Quebec Legislature passed an act to en- 
courage the repatriation of French Canadians 
who had wandered intothe United states. The 
Canadien says that the scheme is working well, 
and states that three townships, Ditton, Chesham, 
and Hamberton. which a year ago were inhabited 
Ly only 80 families, have now a population excced- 
ing J, 000.
